NEW YORK (INA). — “The New 
York Times” reported yesterday 
from Moscow that a prominent So- 
viet newspaper correspondent has 
charged the U.S. Central Intelli- 
gence Agency gave the orders in 
1967 for Israel to start the Six 
Day War. The charge fs in a docu- 
mentary novel by Igor Belyayev, a 
Pravda correspondent in Cairo. 

Both the book and a review of 
it in the military newspaper 
“Krasnaya Zvezda,” were described 
88 “sounding a jarring note” in cur- 
rcnt detente efforts. The documen- 
tary novel, “By the Back Door,” 
was published by the Military Pub- 
lishing House, using a fictional 
plot to describe the buildup toward 
the Six Day War. “Krasnaya 
Zvezda’s” review said the plot, in- 
volving an Israeli spy, was secon- 
dary to the “basic analysis” of the 
political and military manoeuvres 
that preceded the start of the war. 
The reviewer's summary “represents 
the sharpest accusation In many 
months that the U.S. urged Israel 
to go to war.”

Kuwait free to sell planes 
to any country, says Britain

Jerusalem Post Correspondent: 
LONDON. — Kuwalt is free to sell 
tha Lightning jet interceptors bought 
in Britain to whoever it likes. This 
is the official response of the Bri- 
tish Foreign Office to reports that 
Kuwait Ls placing Its squadron of 
these dated fighters under the Arab 
Military Command and therefore 
putting them at the disposal of 

Egypt. 

The manufacturers of the Light- 
ning, the British Aircraft Corpora- 
tion (BAC), were rather surprised 
at all the fuss which was raised 
over the reports of Kuwait buying 
more of these aircraft. A company 
spokesman explained to me Friday 
that in fact production of these 
planes was ended last year, and 
there is no intention of resuming It. 

The alreraft were sold to Kuwait 
in 1969, and the spokesman was at 
a loss to explain the statement of 
the Kuwaiti leader that be had just 
signed a contract for another 12- 
plane squadron of the aircraft. How- 
ever, it was possible Kuwalt might 
buy them from some other country, 
such 845 Sandi Arabia. 

BAC have now gone on to better 
things, such as the Jaguar strike 
aircraft. The British Government 
refused an Egyptian request to pur- 
chase some of these combat planes 
some month ago, and sy 
Egypt consider the Lightning, basi- 
cally designed as an Jaterceptor. 

The interesting aspect of this la- 
test report is not the aircraft them- 
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selves, but Britain's changing at- 
ttude towards arms sales. 

The official view here towards 
arms sales Is pragmatic. “There are 
no restrictions on the release of the 
Lightning, and therefore there is 
no valid reason why we should ob- 
ject to Kuwalt handing them over 
to Egypt.” a Whitehall official told 
me. He could see no contradiction 
between the policy of the govern- 
ment not to sell arms to the Middle 
East which might alter the balance 
of power, and the Kuwaitis front- 
ing for Egypt. 

The slight shift in the British at- 
titude perhaps reflects the desire of 


British manufacturers to gain a

Britain could be moving up to 
third place among the world’s arms 
sellers, a report published in the 
“Observer” today states, and may

Produce military hardware together 
with ordinary civilian planes and 
ships.

x Mr. Lahav explained: ‘Industrial

. @hould expand by no more than 3.5 
per cent that year. In fact, personal 
eonsumption swelled (in real terms) 
by 8 per cent — and industrial ex- 
ports consequently went up by only 
11 per gent.”

‘the country. Competition between 
the local and foreign markets is

is not happening, Mr. Lahav said. 

“The Government will see to it 
that exports remain profitable 
(through exchange rates and other 
policies),"” he declared. “But we 
cannot ensure that the export sector 
will be more profitable than other 
areas of business activity — that is 
beyond our powers.” The outcome 
depends, presumably, on the Govern- 
ment’s capacity. to leash inflation. 

But ts it so important to increase 
exports? Mr, Lahav pointed out 
that the U.S. has been in trouble 
for running an import surplus of 
$6,000m. a year. “We are a tiny 
country by comparison — yet we 
manage to rim an import surplus of 
$1,250m." 


FOREIGN DEBT. 


Dr. Hirsch rammed the polnt 
home: “According to the EPA, Is- 
rael's foreign debt is supposed to 
reach the intimidating figure of 
$6,000m. by 1976. As things are, we 
shall be faced with that high a 
debt earlier." (The less foreign cur- 
reney Israel earns, the more she 
has to borrow.) 

Dr. Hirach offered two suggestions 
for keeping exports ahead of the 
race. One is to create a ftoating 
exchange rate for the export trade.

nicipal authorities to peddle their 
ice cream had been given to them 
fm error as it should have been is- 
sued only for the transport of the 
ice cream from factory to purchaser 
and not for the sale of the ice 
cream in the streets.

In his reply to the order nisi 
the respondent expressed his readi- 
ness to agree that the petitioners 
sell thelr ice cream directly to con- 
sumers in their homes, but he ex- 
plained that he objected to the ice 
cream being sold on the streets from 
the mobile canteens as this could 
cause an accumulation of garbage 
wherever the canteens stopped to 
sell their wares and as the can- 
teens themselves were not provided 
with washing facilities where the 
drivers could wash their hands be- 
fore selling the ice cream to pur- 
chasers in the street. 

On the return day Mr. H. Hertzog 
and Mr. 1.

Decision 

Justice Cohn, who delivered the 
decision of the High Court, first 
discussed the respondent's fallure to 
reply to the petitioners’ letter.

It is today the most com- 
prehensive such organization in the 
country, developing industrial parks 
constructing plants, seeking out 
plants willing to relocate here and 
even investing as a partner in a 
number of enterprises. In addition 
to developing large industrial .parks, 
the company plans to build small 
workshops in new -developments so 
that immigrant artisans can rent 
space close to their homes.
